Council OK’s Most 
Home Occupations 

On July 26 the City Coun¬ 
cil adopted an amendment 
to the old zoning ordinance 
of 1938 permitting the use of 
garages and home accessory 
buildings for vocations or 
trades carried on at home. 

In response to public de¬ 
mand this amendment, 
known as Ordinance No. 557, 
assures that most s m a H 
shops and offices now being 
operated in residential zones 
will not be disturbed by the 
new zoning ordinance which, 
it is expected, will be passed 
soon. 

The new ordinance will 
limit greatly the type of 
home occupations which 
may be carried on in the fu¬ 
ture. But the July 26 amend¬ 
ment to the 1938 ordinance 
legalizes many such voca¬ 
tions which, in the past, 
have been operating illegal¬ 
ly. The words “accessory 
buildings” have been added 
to Section 4-A of the old 
ordinance. 

The text of Ordinance No.

Due to an unprecedented 
wave of accidental drownings 
in Los Angeles County, Sheriff 
E. W .Biscailuz has issued an 
urgent appeal to all parents 
and property owners for an in¬ 
tensive campaign to guard the 
life and well-being of our chil¬ 
dren by following these simple 
rules: 

1. Never leave children un¬ 
attended in or beside a pool 
even for a short time. Thirty 
unguarded seconds may take a 
life. 

2. Fence in your pool with a 
good small mesh wire fence 
and see that all gates are self¬ 
closing and self-locking which 
will eliminate the gate acciden¬ 
tally left unlocked. 

3. Never swim alone. You 
might be seized with a cramp 
and need assistance. 

4. Do not swim in reservoirs, 
debris basins, or abandoned 
gravel pits. Underwater rocks 
or other obstacles may cause 
serious injury or death and 
there are no lifeguards or at¬ 
tendants to assist you should 
you need help. 

5. Call your nearest Sheriff’s 
station if you discover any 
abandoned, uncovered oil well, 
water well, cistern or cesspool. 

"The application of these 
rules,” Sheriff Biscailuz says, 
“will go a long way towards 
eliminating these needless trag¬ 
edies and will help to keep 
our children happy, healthy 
and safe.”

Is there art in architecture? 

Artist Ted Velasquez, mem¬ 
ber of the Exhibits Committee 
of Friends of the Library, 
frames his opinion of the new 
Morgridge one-man show at 
the Library, as follows: 

There must be art in archi¬ 
tecture as any viewer may well 
agree after seeing the exhibi¬ 
tion now hanging in the Li¬ 
brary Community Room.

He has a keen sense of per¬ 
ception in his work plus impor¬ 
tant elemental relationship of 
design. The word monotonous 
is certainly obsolete in this 
show for each piece of art work 
is so different in mood and 
color that one might think this 
exhibit to be the work of many 
artists. Morgridge has a tech¬ 


nique most artists would like 
to have. He has a sound sense 
of color with an easy flow to 
his work which intrigues the 
viewer. 

Many of Howard Morgridge's 
oils have a casein suggestion 
to them.

The painting, Taxco Textures, 
has a striking, bold feel to it 
with a sound use of color. The 
painting also has a direct and 
well planned use of color with 


a technique of sumptuous qual¬ 
ity. 

There is a great deal of art 
in architecture and this archi¬ 
tect, whose work we are lucky 
to see locally, also has proved 
that there can be architecture 
in art with sound and flexible 
technique.
